NOTE: the consideration of both the particle size and the functional group limitations was not considered as a 
combination. Although these limitations were defined in the original claims, they were individually defined as being dependent on claim 1 
and n ot defined togethe r (i.e. these limitations were not defined as being depenent on each other. In summary, the claims, as amended 
after final, now require both the functional group limitation and the size limitation but these limitations where not considered before as a 
combination, thus a further consideration and/or search is required: 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because applicants have not persuasively argued the size 
and polymer limitations. The examiners response is substantially the same as that defined in the previous office action which is 
incorporated herein by reference.
